re: 80 COLUMN CARD PUNCHING 


At the beginning of this year we had the pleasure of 
sending you details of our Key-Punch Bureau service available 
to U.S.DP. installations. 

We feel sure that you will be interested to hear that due 
to continued expansion we have been able to further reduce our 
charges. The new rate for punching or verifying is now $2.60 
per hour, ?/hich includes freight charges from our installation 
to yours. 

You will see that our new rate is well below prevailing 
market rates in the U.S.A. and large savings can therefore be 
realised on file conversions etc. 

Previously we mentioned consignment only of the completed 
punched cards to you but, alternatively, we can arrange for your 
records to be put onto magnetic tape using a straightforward card 
to tape program or, indeed, your own program if desired at little 
or no extra cost. 

We hope that we shall have the opportunity of quoting you, 
should you require card punching assistance in the future.

From name/address data as per the sample enclosed 
we were required to punch and verify two cards per 
address (card sample also enclosed) the quantity 
being 700,000 cards. Our price, G.I.F. Boston, 
for punching, verifying, interpreting and including 
supplying I.B.M. 5081 cards was 036 per 1,000 cards. 
Our client saved over #10,000 against the lowest 
U.S.A. quote. 

A typical numeric job of, say, 50 columns per card 
where the data is "clean*' would cost in the region of 
#28 per 1,000 cards G.I.F. your nearest air terminal, 
punched and verified inclusive of cards.

We normally supply plain I.B.M. 5081 cards but we can 
arrange for special formats to be printed to your specification 
in this country, at very small extra cost. 

U.S. Import Duty 

Duty is payable on punched cards as per the U.S. Treasury 
Decision No. T.D. 55851. Duty is normally assessed on the 
nominal disposal value of the material after use by the 
importer and is, therefore, a very negligible amount.
